nearest llatlrond Depot to the owner's residence
on Wednesday, the tiih day or M «y ucxt, ill lU
oclock, a. m., rsudy for transportation to
Charleston.

Ill All owners of slaves r.lio have not hith-»
erto furnished nuy labor in ih.sCo nectiun v. ill
he required to furnish one hnlftlieir han l».-uhjoctto road duty tor t irtj days, and these
who have furnished less than oua half, will he
required by the Commissions and the town
authorities as aforesaid to furnish enon.h to
make tip one half. lV-sons owning single road
band* or a number not divisible by one half
wilt he required to send such single negroes,
or two in such cond lions may unite and send
one.

IV. The Act require* tho attendance of one
of the Commissioners at eac-i Depot, lie will
be met by an Agent of the St.ue inJ of tiie
Kiate ami of the Confederate Ktatee, and the
negroes will be tliero receipted for.

V. Assessment of the negroes are made in
duplioate tipou their arrival in Charleston and
before they tire put to work; one copy is keptby me for the owner. the other turned over to
the Confederate authorises. , i "tin authorized
to say the negroes will ho discharged u tho
expiration of the thirty dnys.

VI. The owners of slaves nre requested to
furnish them with spa es cr aliovela. The Confederateauthorities have u derlaken ta have
sueli utensils relumed. Owners will also fur
nisli iheir hands with three day's rations, for
which commutation will ho allowed

VII Oversaeer*. at tho rate of one to everyhundre i slaves, may be sele.ied by the own
er*. They will receive compensation from I lie
Confederate States at the rate of fifty dollars
per ibonth.

VIII. There i« nr. doubt that the ConfederateGovernment will conipensat for all lr<ts of
slaves while in their employ.
